Many of us in the water quality monitoring community have been looking for a
California forum for sharing our ideas, successes and common concerns. In response to
that need, the California Water Quality Monitoring Council is partnering with the Water
Board's Surface Water Ambient Monitoring Program, the Nonpoint Source Program and
the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency to launch a monthly conference call to support
the activities of regional monitoring programs.

The Water Quality Monitoring Collaboration Network began as a voluntary monthly
conference call that members of the monitoring community participated in and discussed
topics meeting their interests. The conference call format and content varied in response
to input from participants and subsequently changed to a Webinar format. Sessions are
planned to share technical and support tools for monitoring, assessment and reporting; to
encourage discussion on common concerns like information management; and to provide
a forum for networking.
